ORDON McCREAGH, explorer, is back 
from South America, bringing with him 
in a little black box a thing that may free 


you and me, in our moments of greatest, pain and 
terror, from our deadliest enemy—fear. 


This little black box reposes in a Philadelphia 


laboratory. It.is cherished as though it contained 
the Hope diamond. What it does contain is sim- 
ply 10 pounds of sticks and leaves. 


That is all—10 pounds of jungle roots. 
Yet $50,000 was spent to get those roots; men 


suffered and died, paddled miles of rivers and 
crossed leagues of forest, fought fever and beasts 
and reptiles and the points "of poisoned arrows, 
just to wrench out of the. wilderness the juice 
which, given a man before an operation, may 
make him laugh at Death, or, given an expectant 
mother, may take her painlessly through child- 
birth. 


The roots make Caapi. And science believes it 


• has discovered, in Caapi, a drug which, like hash- 


ish, will banish fear; but which, unlike hashish, 
may be administered without any terrible, habit- 
forming results. 


The story of what Caapi will do for mankind 


cannot be written until the juice distilled from 
the leaves is properly analyzed and tested. Then 
it may be a story to interest personally every hu- 
man being. 'But the story of how Caapi was 
found and how it was brought back to civilization 
may be written now. H is one of this century's 
greatest romances of danger and achievement in 
the name of science. 


A Craven becomes a Hero 


For many years the medical profession has 


heard of Caapi, but only vaguely. Baron Hum- 
boldt, the German explorer, heard the natives 


0£ Brnzil speak of a strange potion which made 
the savages of'the hinterland reckless in battle. 
Richard Spruce saw the vine with vivid red blos- 
soms which his guide called the "courage flower." 
Weiss, another famous explorer, witnessed an In- 
dian change from a craven to a Hector after toss- 
ing off $ cup of liquid brewed from the vine. 


Such stories from South America smacked too 


much of the fabulous to he taken 1oo seriously by 
doctors and chemists. And yet Uu-y were inter- 


ested, for one of the great needs of science was to 
find some means to rid man of fear. 


If some, way could be found to deaden the 


tortured mind during an operation, as parts of 
the body are deadened by the injection of anaes- 
thesia, and if this could be done without the use 
of ether or chloroform—dangerous to the heart 
action—millions of lives might he saved. 


Dr. H. II. Rusby, president of the College of 


Pharmacy of Columbia University, decided to get 
the sample. The Rusby-Mulford Expedition was 
formed, financed and launched, with Caapi as its 
principal ouest. 


Difficulties of the Quest 


The members of the expedition had their work 


cut out for them. The only country where Caapi 
was known to grow was in -the hinterlands of 
Colombia. Peru, Ecuador and Brazil, and this 
is one of the few unexplored sections of the globe. 


Three million years ago, where this tableland 


rises today, was the Andean Sea. 
When the 


waters, receded after some great physical cata- 
clysm, they left a range of mountain and valley 
on which animal and plant life flourished as it 
did iii the world's dawn. 


And, through the ages, life changed there but 


little. 
Great serpents still glide these forests. 


Strange mammals snort through those jungles. 
Beautiful ferns tower to extraordinary heights. 
Kxotic flowers burst into blossom. It is the home 
of the boa constrictor, the anaconda, the tapir, 
the bird of paradise, the orchid—and Caapi. 


Kew white men have ever penetrated into this 


wilderness. Bands of savages have been known 
to block the trails and stalk the rivers. They arc 
not scvn. for the weapons they.use are silent, 
and horribly effective—arrows lipped with a poi- 


1 son that has but to scratch to kill. 


Every precaution was used to defeat hardship, 


disease and whatever enemies might be 'encoun- 
tered. The members went heavily armed. They 
carried devices for sterilizing every drop of water. 
Their packs contained serums and antitoxins pre- 
ventive cf fever, tetanus, smallpox, snake venom 
and other peril?. 
Three tons of canned and 


powdered food were included. 
Rut, despite all 


protections, several diod. Dr. Rusby was forced 
to return homo, dangerously ill. There were left 
only McC'reagh, Duv.il Brown and G. S. McCarty. 


Up the Hio Negro and the Kio Waupcs they

went by paddle and portage. Their luggage 
bearers were Colombian rubber workers. 
After 


many days these deserted, taking with them most 
of the food and ammunition. McCreagh, B.rown 
and McCarty turned back in pursuit. For three 
days they tracked the deserters through almost 
impenetrable forests. At last they came up with 
them. There was a pitched battle. -The natives 
were defeated. Some were killed. The rest fled. 
The victorious trio, undaunted by the delay, set 
their faces again to the unknown. 


One day, paddling up the Rio Tiquie, a tribu- 


tary of the Waupes, a black shadow whizzed past 
the head of McCreagh and struck the water with 
a tiny splash. It was an arrow. A dark splotch 
sprea'd from its head and melted into the water. 
If it had struck him, McCreagh would have been 
killed.

tongue he had picked up, McCreagh com- 
municated to the chief his desire to witness a 
fiesta. Thus, he had heard, had the tribesmen 
make an occasion for the drinking of the drug.

cut a cinnamon-colored, knotted vine, winding 
about the foot of a tree, into short pieces. The 
pieces were pounded into a powder.'
